the world is now being maintained 
by the United States War Depart- 
ment in Europe. 


This school system IB training or 


has trained about 300,000 men. It

has spent more than a million dol- 
lars for text books alone. 


Prominent in the work is P. B. 


Spaulding, superintendent ot Cleve- 
land public schools. 


Before the armistice the War De- 


partment had formed plans for edu- 
cating the men in Europe, and the 
Y .M. C. A. was already conducting 
some schools.

With signing of the armistice both 


the need and the opportunity 
for 


such a system became immediate!; 
greater. 
MII-iLION'S UNDER ARMS 


There were several million Amer- 


icans Bunder arms. 
Those still 
on 


American soil could be quickly de- 
mobilized, but it would take a long 
time to return the overseas troops, 
while some of them would be de- 
tained there indefinitely as an army 
o£ occupation.

A post srhool is an 
elementary 


school, like our own public schools 
from the eighth grade down. There 
are 150,000 men in these schools in- 
cluding 18,000 in the army of occu- 
pation.

struction in various subjects,

War Department has organized i. 
central institution at Beaune, which 
is called the American Army Uni 
versity. This is the largest English 
speaking university in the world. Ii 
had 6000 students in March and was 
expected to reach an enrollment ol 
"0,000. 


The fourth division of the overseas 


educational system is the detail of 
American officers and men to French 
and British universities, by special 
arrangement with the French 
and 


British governments. 
About 14,000 


Americans are enrolled. 


Officials in charge of this educa- 


:ional work arc enthusiastic about 
the good it has accomplished. 


It has made tens of thousands of 


men contended and busy who would 
otherwise have been restless and idle. 
The students in foreign universities, 
especially, are doing more than any 
other Americans, perhaps, to cement 
the friendship among America and 
her allies.

Masaryk, daughter of the president 
of Czechoslovakia, put to herself 
when she first saw the Czech chil- 
dren, weak and stunted in growth 
from underfeeding. 


Miss Masaryk is remembered in 


America 
for her settlement 
work 


in Chicago, while her 
father, Pro- 


fessor Thomas G. Masaryk, was ex- 
change professor in the University of 
Chicago. 


After being held as a hostage in 


an Austrian prison camp and nar- 
rowly escaping the tragic fate of 
Edith Cavell, Miss Masaryk is now 
co-operating with the American re- 
ief administration in its program for 
Izechoslovakia.

State Health Department Calls 


ror co-operation—Work Be- 


ing Reorganized 


COLUMBUS.—The State 
Depart- 


ment of Health today called for the 
people of Ohio to co-operate in effort 
to forestall the usual high mortality 
rate due to typhoid fever in June of 
each year. 


These are recomendations by the 


department: 


Use of. water and food supplies 


of known purity. 


Destruction of dirt piles which 


are breeding places for germs. 


Screening of homes and places 


where food is kept. 


The department predicts that if 


these precautions are canted 
out 


Ohio will break all previous lecoids 
for low typhoid prevalence. Repott- 
ed cases for the first five months ot 
this year were 350. 
This is one-half 


the total for the first five mouths oi 
last year.
